Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the CRFP in the Pearce 
reference is not a transport member. The Pearce reference discloses a carbon fiber reinforced plastic as does the instantly claimed 
invention. Additionally, the intended use of the article lends no patentable weight to the claim. The Pearce and Kreuger references are 
drawn to fiber reinforced plastics and thus are analogous art. In order to achieve the properties desired by the instant application, it 
would have been obvious to combine the Pearce reference that comprises a carbon fiber reinforced plastic that has two layers which 
have unidirectional fibers and the Kreueger reference that comprises a fiber reinforced plastic that has two layers with unidirectional 
fibers wherein the fibers are oriented at different angles. The combination is not without motivation. 
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
